Men at the CCC

scribed Gu nnoe as a hearty , good 
natu red boss who seemingly had 
no enemies. Friends in Raleigh 
cou nty said they knew of no one 
who wou ld wish to take his life. 
The 
blackeed 
body 
was 
brou ght to this sleepy Ohio v alley 
commu nity , cou nty seat of Jack­ 
son cou nty , while troopers went 
back to the v icinity of the Elliott 
farm. 
Some fear was ex pressed th a t 
the driv ing rain which contin­ 
u ed all night m ight

traces which wou ld hav e

v alu able in solv ing the strange 
case.
